BUTTE (Mont.) Dec. 7.— 
What came near being the 
largest mining disaster in the 
history of the Butte camp oc- 
curred today. Fortunately no 
lives were lost, but 21 uncon- 
ecious and  half-euffocated 
miners were hauled to the sur- 
face by ropes from the Bell 
mine and laid in rows, while 
all the doctors in the city 
worked over them, and by 
means of artificial respiration 
and strong stimulants finally 
succeeded in reviving all the 
victims. | 

A month ago, fire broke out 
in the Bell shaft, one of the An- 
aconda Company's properties, 
and so far all attempts to extin- 
guish it have proved unavail- 
ing. A force of men were put 

to work today in the air shaft, 
300 feet deep, with the inten- 
tion of “drifting,” to head off 
the fire in the main ehaft. At 
noon, the men failed to come 
to the surface, and a second 
gang was sent down to in- 
vestigate. The second party 
also failed to return, and a 
third shift was sent below. 
Many of the third shift were 
overcome by seulphurous 
gases before a fourth party, 
protected with smoke helmets, 
reached the spot. 

The unconscious men were 
passed up ladders one at a 
time with great difficulty, un- 
til ali were taken to the sur- 
face. It is not believed that 
any of the victims will sustain

Admission of Arizona and New Mexico 

to be Urged Upon Congress—Territor- 
ies Also Want Share of Appropriation 
for Irrigation.

CHICAGO, Der. 7.—A conference 
fraught with much promise for the peo- 
ple of Arizona and New Mexico was 
held here last night. Gov. N. O. Mur- 
phy of Arizonc and Gov. M. A. Otero 
of New Mexico were the two conferees, 
and immediately after the meeting Gov. 
Murphy left for Washington to inaugu- 
rate the campaign which has for its ob- 
ject the admission of the two Terri- 
tories to Statehood, and the repeal of 
the clause of the Shafroth Irrigation 
Bill that excludes the Territories from 
participating in the proposed frrigation 
appropriation of $10,000,000. 

Both of the Territories desire to take 
on the maturer honors of Statehood, 
and in both the people have empowered 
their governors to intercede with the 
authorities at Washington. Gov. Otero, 
in discussing his mission and that of 
Gov, Murphy to Washington, said: 

“We are members of the Governors’ 

Committee that is to be present at the 
centennial exercises at the capital next 
Wednesday. We are going to Washing- 
ton for other reasons, however, and we 
are in hopes that Congress can be pre- 
vailed upen at the present session to 
pass bills admitting the two tories 
to Statehood. 
The people of both Territories are 
very anxious for the honor, and they 
have often expressed their desire to 
have the matter brought before Con- 
gress. They waited upon me a short 
time ago, and although I felt it would 
hove been better to have had the Legis- 
lature take the first action, still they 
have been so clamorous for immediate 
action that we are to try to get a bill 
through at the present session. 

“Another piece of legislation that we 


are to make every effort to effect is the 


naming of New Mexico and Arizona in 
the irrigation bill that Congressman 
Shafroth has introduced. For some un-

It increases the tax on mamnu- 
factured butter, colored in imitation 
of butter, from 2 to 10 cents per pound 
and decreases the tax on manufactured 
butter, uncolored, from 2 cents to one- 
fourth of 1 cent per pound. 

An attempt was made to report an 
agreement for a final vote this after- 
noon, but it failed. Mr. Henry of 
Connecticut, who is In charge of the 
measure, opened the debate in its sup- 
port. He explained the features of the 
bill. The tncrease of the tax on col- 
ored imitation butter, he said, the ma- 
jority of the Committee on Agricul- 
ture believed was absolutely necessary 
to protect the dairy interests of the 
country.

Wadsworth of 
chairman of the 
Agriculture, who other 
members of the committee signed

The only difference 
was that the minority recognized the 
value of oleomargarine as a whole- 
some and nutritious article of food and 
entitied to a place as a food product.

UNION IRON WORKS’ BIDS. 
THEY TAKE THREE SHIPS. 
(RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Three great ships of war 
will be built at San Francisco during 
the next three years. The Union Iron 
Works this morning carried off that 
number of contracts at the opening of 
the bids in the Navy Department. Only 
eleven ships in all will be awarded, so 
the Coast gets its full share. 

Bids from the Union Iron Works 
took two armored cruisers. Upon this 
class of ships the San Francisco con- 
cern bid $3,760,000 each for constructing 
two cruisers without sheathing, or $3,- 
800 for constructing two with 
sheathing. These bids were the lowest 
received upon this class. 

In the bidding for battleships the 
Tinton Iron Works’ bid was $3,460,000 for 
constructing one battleship witn 14,600 
tons trial displacement and having a 
speed of 19 knots an hour. 

The bid upon the battleship does not 
give it outright to the Union Iron 
Works, but Henry T. Scott, who is 
here, said to the Times correspondent 
that he had not the slightest doubt that 
this contract would be awarded to his 
firm, and in his opinion several com- 
reting buflders agreed fully with him. 
The Risdon Iron Works of San Fran- 
cisco submitted one bid of $4,075,000 for 
one unsheathed cruiser. 


TELEPHONE IN NEBRASKA.

Hunter's Trip Through 
Western Alaska, 
Natives Who Live in. 
Primitive Fashion. 


Sins — Hany Fur - bear- 
ing Animals.

(SPECIAL OF THE TIMES.) 
TACOMA (Wash.,) Dec. 2—L. L. 
Bales, one of Alaska’s most intrepid 
hunters and guides, has returned from 
an extraordinary 3600-mile trip through 
western Alaska. He was the first 
white man to explore a large part of 
the region visited and brings detailed 
information of the topography, in- 
habitants and resources of a hitherto 
unknown section of Uncle Sam's do- 
main. Of the country through which 
he ‘passed, Mr. Bales says: 

“Just north and east of Cape Newen- 
ham, on the Bering Sea coast of Alaska, 
lies Goodnews Bay, which forms the 
southern boundary of the Kuskokwim 
district. There are about fifty natives 
dwelling at the mouth of the river at 
the head of the bay. They are friendly 
to the white man, and live in the primi- 
tive fashion of centuries ago. They 
kindle their fires by friction with three 
pieces of wood, a string and a small. 
hard, glaring piece of stone. They wear 
bone and ivory ornaments in their ears, 
nose, corners of their mouths and in 
their lips. They use a clumsy ax made 
of the tusk of a walrus bull, with a 
large wooden handle, and altogether 
weighing from fifteen to forty pounds. 
Their weapons are bows and arrows, 

spears and an arrow ‘about five — 
long that is thrown by a small, flat 
piece of wood from a foot to sixteen 
inches long. 

“They are superstitious, and have 
their medicine men. Each man has as 
many wives as he can support, and 
one, on pe asked how many he had, 
po open patch of ground 
about the size of L city block and said:
